Bot  does  DOtrtMcA 
signify  toind  or  breath  f  Sometimes  )t  does  bat 
I  certainly  not  here  ;  (or  how  absurd  would  it  b«  to 
say,  O  God,  tbe  God  of  tbe  breaths  of  all  flesh.** » 

To  these  exccUent  obaervatioos  of  Dr.  Clarke, 
we  mav  ask  ia  additioo,  wihatber  God,  ache  ia  the 
God  ef  the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  ceases  to  he  the  God 
of  tbe  spirits  of  Korah  and  bis  eotapapy,*  because 
they  have  lell  tbeir^Srporeal  habitations  ?  Does 
the  mere  (hM  of  tbe  human  spirit  changiM  ilr 
place  of  rssidenoa  from  earth  Miwhades,  efi^  a 
I  change  in  the  character  of  God,  .or  bia  relation  to 
t  his  creatures  I  But  these  men  were  very  wicked ! 

I  And  does  not  Gk>d  think  it  a  sufficient  punisbmeat 
|ior  their  wickedness,  to  strike  them  opt  of  tbair 
eartldy  existence  in  so  sadden  and  terrible  a  nai)- 
ner?  and  to  destroy  at  the  same  moment  wiih  thsHfo 
of  their  owners,  tbe  bouses  aod  all  the  property  that 
apiiertained  to  these  men,  thus  leaving  their  wives 
anil  children  in  s  state  of  poverty  and  wreteWed* 
ness?  But,  UwiU  be  aeked,  did  not  ‘*tbeir  wiTOs, 
and  iheir  soas,  and  tbeir  bule  children,”  of  wImba 
we  read  verse  37,  perish  with  these  wicked  tDMf 
I  answer,  there  is  no  evidence  that  they  did.  Mo¬ 
ses  seems  to  except  tbe  wives  and  tbe  little  chil¬ 
dren,  indeed  all  who  did  nOt  actually  Join  io  fb* 
jcriijneof  these  men,  by  declaring  eaiphalically. 
verse  29,  '*  if  these  iibr  die  the  common  deatl  of 
all  men.”  The  same  exceidion,  probably  of  |be 
women,  certainly  of  the  ehUefren  of  tite  KoraJikss  is 
made,  Kumbers  xxvir  10,  11.  **And  (be  cgglb 
opened  her  mouth,  and  swallowed  them  up  tt>- 
gether  wkli  Korah,  when  that  company  died,  what 
time  tbe  fire  devouted  two  hundred  and  fifiy  umm" 
— observe,  not  the  women  and  ehUdren-  “notwkb- 
standing  the  dtSdren  of  Korah  died  not.” 

Verse  30,  ”But  if  tbe  Lord  moke  a  new  thing, 
and  tbe  earth  open  her  month,  and  swallow  them 
up  with  all  that  appeitahi  unto  them” — the  ati 
tirai  appertain  to  these  men,  meansi  not  tbeir  wines 
nod  chihtren,  llir  these  have  beenoiceprcd  asabood 
Slated,  but  their  houses  and  other  property— ” and 
they  go  down  quick  mta  the  pk,  aheel,  then  yesfaall 
understand  that  these  mm”— observe  once  mote, 
not  the  women  and  children—**  have  provokedtba 
Lord. 

'file  word  quick,  in  tbiawerae,  is  very  likely  le 
be  misunderslood.  Professor  Smart  has  correctMl 
it  in  bis  ”  Exegeiioai  Essays,”  p.  78,  by  translat¬ 
ing,  **  if  these  men  go  down  (zKne  iiiio  iSfteof.”  In 
the  tbiriy  third  verse  of  our  English  tmnsiatioM, 
ibe  same  original  t^ord  is  better  renderetC  ‘*  they 
went  down  alive  into  Sheet"  The  same  cewam 
tion  should  be  made  in  Psalms  Iv  :  16,  ”Letdaaih 
seixe  upon  then,  and  let  them  go  down  quick  ioio 
Slieol.”  Psalms  cxxiv :  3,  ”  They  bad  swallowed 
us  up  quick  when  iheir  wcath  wan  kiadled  against 
us.”  Acts  X :  43,  **  It  is  he  whicH  was  ordained 
of  God  the  Judge  of  yctcl:  and  dead.”  STkn.  in': 
I,  “Who  shall  judge  the  quiek  aod  deadat  hi%ap- 
pearing;”  1  Pet.  iv:  5,  ”  Who  shall  give  aceotmt 
to  him  tlMt  is  ready  to  judge  the  qasiek  and  tbe 
dead,”  In  rliesc  five  texts  the  ^soletcword  quiek 
sliould  be  changed,  the  first  iwAnut  aiit*^  the  last 
three  idiatheliswg.

And 
itMme  ta  pisa.  aa  he  had  made  an  end  of  ipeakins  all  these 
wurdi,  ibattbe  ground  clave  asunder,  that  vet  t^iider  them : 
tad  tlie  earth  opened  her  mouth,  and  awallewed  them  tip, 
tad  iheir  linusea,  and  all  the  men  that  appertained  unto  Ko- 
rah  and  alt  lAair  poods.  They,  and  all  that  appertained  to 
Aem.  went  down  alive  into  the  pit,  and  iha  earth  closed  up- 
aalheoi:  and  they  perished  from  among  ibe  congregation.’' 

This  passage  contains  the  fiflh  and  sixth  occur- 
KDces  of  the  word  Sheol  in  the  Old  Testament. — 
It  will  be  found  in  the  thirtieth,  and  in  the  thirty- 
tbiftl  verse,  disguised  under  tlie  translation  pit. 
The  first  four  times  the  word  Sheol  occurs  in  the  I 
OU  Testament,  are  in  the  book  of  Genesis,  render- 1 
ateachtmie  grave  in  our  English  version;  but 
wkicb  1  have  sliuwn  can  not  liave  that  meaning, 
otherwise  we  must  interpret  grave  to  mean  the 
bowelsof  the  wild  beasts  which  were  supposed  to 
hare  dcslro3'ed  Joseph.  Nor  can  Sheol,  in  the 
texts  (0  Genesis,  mean  hell,  taking  that  word  in  its 
ordisary  modern  signification,  a  toorld  of  wo;  oth- 
erwue  we  must  understand,  that  the  pious  Jacob 
expected  and  hoped  to  go  down  to  bis  son  Joseph, 
ialo  a  world  of  wo.  The  only  alternative  left,  is 
to  understand  Sheol  in  its  true  sense  of  the  toorld  of 
afirjils ;  die  place  to  which,  according  to  the  Scrip- 
lHrae,ths  spirits  of  all  men  re]K(ir,  when  they  leave 
thfticorpotenl  habitations. 

And  we  wisli  to  have  it  understood  that  Shed 
taeana  the  apirittial  world  simply,  withoutdetermin- 
iof  the  question— Lin|K)rtant  as  it  is  considc|gd  by 
Mine— whether  that  world,  as  com  paied  with  earth, 
w  aAoftpy  or  a  wre<c4et^  world.  The  present  im- 
preisiot)  of  the  XuilKir  of  these  Essays,  is,  that  God 
did  oot  design,  by  any  declarations  found  in  the  Old 
Tastament,  to  give  to  man  any  direct  inflirnintion 
oa  this  subject.  It  was  indeed  predicted,  that 
Ahrshain  should  go  to  sheol  or  hadea,  aud  associate 
^(re  with  his  lathers  in  peace  :  aqd  in  ewnsider- 
Og  this  prediction,  we  have  been  induced  by  what 
we  hqvg  eonsideied  sufficiept  evidence— to  conskl- 
S(  ihil  as  nti.  intimation,,  that  Abraham  aud  his 
'/tl(4nc— however  widely  or  narrowly  the  phrase, 
is  to  be  undersiocxl— are  in  thak  world 
kf'Apiriis,  named  Shed,  and  have  experienced  it  to 
hkA  NprUl  of  peace  to  them.  But  independently  of 
IUa  pradicitoo,  we  have  as  yet  no  dirwt  evids^c* 


Korah  and  his  company,  wbose  death  is  spoken  of 
in  the  te.xt. 

All  the  learned  do  oot  evince  the  same  doubt 
with  respect  to  the  condiikm  of  Korah  and  his 


with  respect  to  the  conditMm  of  Koran  and  Ins  com¬ 
pany  in  the  world  of  spirits,  as  seeias  to  be  done 
by  the  Engltsb  translators.  Prolessor  Stuart,  after 
quoting  Numbers  xvi :  90,  says,  “that  Korah  and 
his  company  went  U»  tlie  world  of  wo,  there  can  bt 
little  doubt,'consideru)g  their  character  and  the  na¬ 
ture  of  tlieir  crime” — ^ye<  he  iatimates  that  Uiis 
opinion  can  not  be  deduced  from  the  meaning  of 
the  word  Shed.  .4mong  the  critics  quoted  by 
Pixde  in  his  synopsis,  Curneliua  a  Lapide  and  Me- 
ii(x:hius  are  of  opinion,  that  Shed  in  this  place 
means  hell  properly  so  called,  because  the  Kornh- 
kes  died  in  tbe  commission  of  flagrant  crime.— 
This,  indeed,  is  a  very  summary  process.  Be-  j 
cause  the  learned  critics  ascertaio  from  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  that  Korah  and  bisoompany  are  wicked  per¬ 
sons,  and  because  they  read  that  God  swept  these! 
wicked  persons  out  of  life  on  account  of  their  wick¬ 
edness,  ifaerelbre  tbe  world  of  spirits  to  wbicii  they 
went,  is  a  world  of  wo  to  them.  Would  it  not, 
have  been  as  well  to  examine  first,  whetlier  there! 
is  any  thing  in  the  Scriptures,  or  in  tlie  nature  of, 
God,  to  justify  so  harsh  a  conclusion  ? 

Let  us  examine  the  history  of  Korah  and  his  com¬ 
panions  in  guilt,  with  snine  attention,  to  ascertain 
if  we  can,  whether  the  Scriptures  have  stated  what 
their  condition  is  in  the  world  of  sjiirits.  In  tirt 
former  part  oft  his  chapter  we  learn  that  rlrese  people 
‘*  gathered  themselves  ingetlier  against  Moses,  and 
against  Aaton,  and  said  unto  them.  Ye  take  too 
much  upon  you,  seeing  all  tlie  congregation  are 
holy,  every  one  of  them,  and  the  Lord  is  among 
them;  wherefore,  then,  lift  ye  upyourselvesabove] 
the  congregation  of  tiie  Lord.”  b  or  this  and  sim¬ 
ilar  insolent  conduct,  “the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses 
and  unto  Aaron,  saying.  Separate  yourselves  fmm 
among  this  congregati«ti,ibai  I  may  consume  them 
in  a  iiiometH.  And  they  fell  ujtoii  tbeir  faces,  and 
said,  O  God,  the  Gtxi  ef  the  s|>irit8  of  all  flesii,  shall 
one  man  sin,  and  wilt  thou  be  wroth  with  all  the 
congregation  ?”  In  this  prayer  of  Moses  aiul  Aa¬ 
ron,  there  is  onettuth  of  great  consequence  in  this 
discussion,  very  clearly  manifested ;  which  is,  that 
man  consists  of  a'iwoli)td  nai  ure,  a  sptrj^  and  bmly. 
Dr.  A.  Clarke  truly  observes,  “this  addresvsuffi-' 
oiently  proves  that  these  holy  men  believed  that 
man  is  a  being  compounded  of  flesh  and  spirit; 
and  that  these  {winciples  are  perfectly  distinct.— 
Either  the  materitility  of  the  humaii  soul  It  m  hu¬ 
man  fable,  or,  M*  k  be  a  tnie  doetrine,  tbeM  owa 
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zkened,  or  was  alivt,  as  to  his  spirit,  fl  down  alivt,  that  is,  as  living  spiriu,  into  Shed.  1 1|  and  will  render  to  every  man  accordiiJ~ir^

On  remarking  upon  the  words,  “  they  go  down  ]! 
alive  into  Sheol,”  Dr.-Clarke  seems  to  be  disjwscd '' 
to  give  a  figurative  sense  to  the  word  Sheol.  He  [I 
remarks  that  here  is  “  a  proof  among  many  others, 
that  sheol  signifies  a  chasm,  or  pit  of  the  cartli,  and  ' 
not  the  place  called  hell:  for  it  is  absurd  to  sup-!' 
poee  that  their  Aowses  had  gone  tohell,  and  it  would 
be  wicked  to  imagine  that  their  little  innocent  chil¬ 
dren  had  gone  thiiher:  though  Ood,  he  says,  was 
pleased  to  destroy  their  lives  with  those  of  their  in- 
tnquitnus  fathers.” 

The  notion,  which  is  probably  incorrect,  that  the  I 
little  innocent  children  of  thihe  transgressors,  were* 
cut  off*  with  their  parents,  has  called  forth  a  very  |' 
•(range  senliiimm  from  the  learned  commentator.  i‘ 
It  would  be  wicked,  he  says,  to  imagine  that  these  j 
little  innocent  children  went  to  hades.  Granted,  if  | 
hades  is  a  world  X)f  endless  wo.  It  is  charging  i 
Ood  foolishly  and  wickedly  to  suppose  that  he 
could,  or  would,  send  little  innocent  children  to  a 
•tnnorld  of  wo.  And  yet  he  does  send  millionsof  lii- 
tU  innocent  children  every  year  to  hades,  or  the  j 
world  of  spiriu.  There  is  no  other  place  in  the  l 
whole  universe  of  Ood,  provided  for  their  reception,  , 
when  they  have  left  the  bodies  which  they  inhab-  , 
ited  here.  The  only  alternative  is,  that  Sheol  or  ] 
hades  is  not  a  world  of  wo.  i 

If,  then,  Shed  or  hades  means  the  world  of  dis-  ; 
embodied  spirits,  how  is  it,  that  the  houses  of  these  ! 
men  went  down  into  that  Vorld  ?  Can  houses  go  j 
down  into  the  spiritual  world  1  We  might  remove  : 
this  difficulty  by  running  into  a  greater,  by  quot-  j 
ing  Deut.  xi ;  6,  wheie  we  are  told  that  “  the  earth  ; 
opened  her  mouth,  no<l  swallowed  up  the  guilty  ' 
foraliites,  and  their  households,  and  their  tents,  and 
all  the  substance  that  was  in  their  possession,  in  I 
the  midst  of  Israel.”  So  we  might  answer,  if  we  j 
thought  it  right,  that  the  houses  of  these  wicked 
men,  mean  their  households,  that  is,  their  reives  and 
skildren.  But  reallv  this  answer  would  still  leave 


poverty  and  wretchedness,  is  nothing?  Isthere^ 
dilfermcc  in  belli"  cut  off  in  the  midst  of  oue^ 
days,  and  in  coming  to  tlie  grave  in  full  age,  liJ 
as  a  shock  of  corn  cometh  in  its  season  ? 

The  author  of  this  Essay  has  purposely  reservetl 
to  its  close,  one  caution,  respecting  the  condiiioa 
of  meu  in  the  world  of  spirits.  lie  has  alreadt 
expressed  the  sentiment  that  the  Scriptures  of 
Old  Testament  were  not  intended  to  determine  AU 
question,  whether  tlie  spirits  of  men,  shall, 
spiritual  world  be,  comparatively  with  their »«. 
sent  condition,  in  a  hap|)y  or  in  a  w-retched  si«» 


these  men,  went  with  them  into  that  world,  whith¬ 
er  they  themselves  went.  And  tbe  only  answer 
I  shall  give  to  this  question,  is,  that  the  record  does 
■ot  state  what  is  alledged  by  the  commentator,  that 
the  houses,  that  is,  the  material  buildings  of  the 
Korahites  went  down  into  Shed,  whatever  may  be 
the  *6086  in  which  that  word  is  used.  The  Scrip- 
tores  seem  to  me  very  carefully  to  avoi<l  saying  so 
absurd  and  impossible  a  thing.  Read  the  record, 
beginning  at  the  thirtieth,  and  ending  at  the  thirty 
thud  verse,  and  see  what  it  actually  does  state. 
"But  if  the  Lonl  make  a  new  thing,  and  the  earth 
•pen  her  mouth  and  swallow  them  up,  with  all  that 
appertain  unto  them,”  that  is,  as  we  have  before 
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'^S^WfO,  for  thm  gmd*iK»  and  regulation 
rwistance  of  evil.

It 
was  given  to  man,  tliai  lie  might  r^ice  therein.— 
Wore  it  not  that  this  woni  recalculated  to  bring 
flilnoss  of  joy  to  the  believer,  it  would  never  have 
beeu  given  to  man. 

But.  when  shall  man  “reioice  in  the  Lord,”  in 
the  first  signification  of  the  phrase  ?  “  Alway»." 

Do  we  profess  to  walk  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord, 
and  rejiMce  therein  ?  Tlien  are  we  to  let  our  light 
ahine  ^liuually.  Do  we  profess  to  be  guided  by 
lus spirit?  Then  are  we  to  manifest  the  fruits 
thereof.  Paul,  in  Epli.  v:  9,  comprehends  the 
fruit  of  the  spirit  in  three  things,  “goodness,  and 
ngbteousness,  and  truth.”  "And  if  these  things  | 
^inyou  and  alwund;  they  shall  make  you  that 
xo  be  neither  barren  nor  unfruitful  in  the  Lord.” 

'  That  man  wlio  assumes  the  hypocrite’s  garb, 
and  appears  unto  men  to  rejoice  in  Gixl  on  the 
Sabbath;  and,  during  the  week,  has  his  “robe of 
Metended  righteousness”  carefully  folded  and  laid 
away,  falls  far  short  of  fulfilling  the  injunction  of 
the  text.  Take  that  one  who,  on  Sunday  “  ap¬ 
pears  unto  men  to  fast;”  and,  during  the  week  is 
ready  to  snap  at  the  hook  of  gain— (let  the  line  be 
eheating  or  lying,  or  no  matter  wbat,)  if  it  be  but 
baited  with  a  sixpence,  and  does  he  rejoice  ?  Far 
froBj  it.  Keader,  is  this  ytmt;  portiait  ?  If  so,  then 
wliea  tbe  Liaiitarian  devil  liecomes  a  Universalist, 

Ca  may  look  for  happiness  in  this  course,  and  not 
fore.  If  religion  is  of  any  worth  on  Sunday,  it 
it  just  as  much  worth  on  any  other  day  in  the 
week.  And,  if  you  would  realize  its  worili,  and 
receive  tlie  benefit  it  bestows,  tlien,  “rejoice  in  the 
Lord  ddtMzyt,”and  peace  is  yours. 

But  otice  again.  When  are  we  to  rejoice  in  the 
Lord,  in  th<||je(  (irid  signification  of  the  term  :  i.  e. 
ia  bia  fovcl|Bin  ?  Are  we  to  rejoice  “  with  joy 
vnspeakal^r’  at  one  moment,  and  be  cast  down 
in  deepest  sorrow  at  another  ?  Are  we  to  be  filled 
with  rapture  in  the  contemplation  of  one  portion  of 
bisword;  and,  with  bitterest  anguish  in  th'e  con¬ 
templation  of  another  ?  No.  But  we  are  to  tejoice, 
always;  in  every  part,  and  portion  of  his  divine 
Mvektiou. 

5iow,  one  of  the  following  proiwsitions  is  true. 
Either,  1st.  Paul  rctiuircd  that  of  the  Philippians 
which  they  could  not  perform;  or,  2d.  A  reception 
af God's  revelation,  set  forth  by  the  phrase,  “in  the 
Lord,”  produces  very  difi'erent  effects  at  die  pre¬ 
sent  time  from  what  it  then  did  ;  or  3d.  Some 
views  extant  in  our  world  in  respect  to  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  this  revelation  are  false.  The  first  we  can 
aot  adopt.  Paul  received  his  instructions  in  reli¬ 
gion  from  a^urce  too  exalted,  to  err  in  respect  to 
its  claioM  oil  man.  He  was  taught  by  tliat  spirit 
which  errs  notnn  its  communications,  and  would 
not  urge  an  obligation  on  man,  wbidi  he  could  not 
patfomu  The  second  we  also  rejei  t.  God’s  re- 
vgaled  word  is  the  same  now’,  it  was  in  apostolic 
days  ;  and  the  effect  of  a  reception  of  this  word  is 
the  same  now  it  ever  was.  He  who  believes  it, 
and  aicts  from  this  belief,  can  rejoice  therein,  and 
rejtHCe  always.  Hence,  we  conclude  of  du  third, 
that  many  views  extant  in  the  world,  sahl  to  be 
revealed,  arc  not  revealed ;  but  false.  Do  you 
ask  how  we  conclude  thus?  We  answer— instead 
air rejoicing  the  sou!  that  receives  them,  they  tor- 
mem  it  with  keenest  sorrow.  Sec  that  mother 
whose  sable  weeds  tell  of  a  mourning  heart.  A 
wayward,  erring  boy  has  fallen,  and  lies  moulder- 
login  the  cold,  damp  grave.  She  weeps.  Nor 
would  we  check  her  tears— k  is  good  to  weep  at 
MMfa  a  time.  It  will  case  the  aching  heart.  But

No,  sir,  neither  does  it  assert  that  any  man  will  ha 
punished  for  his  bad  deeds  ;  and  thus,  in  eiidcavoriof  la 
relieve  yonr  theory  from  enihorrassment,  yon  ahtMai 
one  ofihe  principal  texts  by  which  yon  endeavored  toaa- 
tablish  it.  If  bringing  every  work  into  jiidgineiit,  with 
ercry  secret  thing,  whether  good  or  bad,  does  imiproTa 
that  erery  man  will  he  both  rewarded  for  his  good  daada 
and  pniii.shcd  for  his  had  deeds,  it  sorely  does  not  proVa 
that  any  man  will  he  cither  rewarded  or  piinisiiea. 

Ahhoii<>li  yon  have  virtually  admitted  that  the  paanga 
ill  question  yields  yon  no  sort  of  pror>f,  I  can  oirtaUaw 
yon  to  evade  the  force  of  it  against  yonr  theory  ofa  re» 
iirrection  judgment.

Fverhisiing  life  is  ihc  re¬ 
mit  of  faith  in  the  truth  to  which  Jesns  hare  witness, 
which  is  nothing  short  of  the  riiial  hi>linessand  happiness 
of  all  mankind,  as  i  have  .'ihiindanily  shown.  It  is  the 
ipirilu^  life  of  faith  in  the  Gospel  and  obedience  to  the 
hMvenly  law.  It  is  included  in  the  fical  holiness  and 
happiness  of-all  niankiml.  in  the  s.niie  sense  that  deliver¬ 
ance  from  the  fear  of  death  is  included  in  the  destruction 
of  death  itself.
